Dave, 


You were not the only one to suffer with that quarter inch of 40 meters back 
then! My first receiver as a novice was a three-transistor regenerative 
"science kit wonder" receiver. While it did allow me to copy W1AW code 
practice on 80 meters, it was fairly useless once I became licensed. My 
parents, observing my frustrations, bought me a S-120 in late 1966. I was 
rockbound on 7160. Made a good number of QSO's on 40 (no good antenna for 
80, and using the S-120 on 15 was pointless). 


I added a homebrew audio filter (remember 88mh toroids?), a Q-multiplier 
that never quite worked right with that regenerative IF BFO in the S-120, a 
couple other modifications here and there and suffered with it until I 
talked my dad into covering half of the cost of the then just-available 
Heath SB-301. Wow, what a difference :) - I went on to work the world on 15 
meters and scored first in the Novice Roundup for the Michigan section after 
getting a few more crystals for my Knight T-60 (which replaced a homemade TV 
chassis based monstrosity my mother christened Igor.) 


My original hacked-up S-120 sits proudly on a shelf, above all the rest of 
the AA5 type sets. I don't turn it on, there is no need. It invokes fond 
memories upon each sighting.

If I were forced to live with only one receiver for ham use it would 
certainly be the 2-B. I have had 2 of them over the years. Only complaint 
I had with them is no 160 meter coverage. 


I agree! The 2-A and B have character, very recognizable much as the SX-101 
series from far away. The 2-B is a very capable receiver. Plus for Steve, 
a 2B and 2BQ combo sits perfectly on top of a GSB-100. As my capacity to 
lift and carry 100+ pound boatanchors wanes, my 2-B remains quite portable. 


Drake manufactured a limited number of 160 meter convertors for the 2B, it 
plugs in where the calibrator ususally sits. I believe my neighbor WQ9E has 
one of those. Also, if you are interested, I have some notes which I 
believe came from Drake on modifying a stock 2-B to place 160 meters in 
place of one of the accessory bands. I recall reading that band-to-band 
alignment became somewhat problematic after the modification but it was 
functional. I haven't tried the modification yet but intend to someday. 


I used an R-4B/T4XB combo for a about year in the early 70's and can state 
that yes, it's a better performer than the 2B. But it doesn't have that 
vintage "look and feel" of the Drake 2-series.

The S20R came out in 1939 and sold then for only $49.50. A few were = 
available after the war in 1945 and sold for around $60. It was = 
replaced by the S40 in 1946 at $79.50. As other guys have said, with 1 = 
RF and 2 IF's it was a pretty decent radio and a very good value for the = 
money. =20 


Perhaps the cheapest receiver Hallicrafters ever put out, and not under 
their own name lest they ruin their reputation, was the 1940 Echophone = 
EC-1. It started out at only $19.95. It was an AC/DC job with six = 
tubes including a bfo, and it covered the .545 to 30 mc range in only = 
three bands! I have two of them, and they work amazingly well for what = 
they are - shortwave AM broadcast reception is good and ham band CW = 
works after a fashion. They're probably approaching the level of the 
old S38. The next generation EC1A was repainted and relabeled as the 
Hallicrafters S41G/W which sold for $33.50 in 1946-7. =20

Hi, 
The B&W 6100 transmitter was reviewed in QST Sept 1963. 


The frequency synthesizer isn't based on a phase-locked loop, 
but uses two or three crystals mixed together to set the 100 kc 
and 10 kc segment of the VFO, and a continuously variable VX0O 
serves in the 1 kc position. It was a very expensive rig, 

and B&W didn't sell very many. 


I think the synthesizer was based on a design that appeared in QST 
intended as a replacement for the 5-5.5 mc VFO 

in a Hallicrafters HT-32. The 10 kc steps of that synthesizer 
used inexpensive CB crystals, taking advantage 

of the 10 kc channel spacing of Citizens Band. 


The rest of the B&W rig is a conventional 100 watt, crystal filter type 
sideband exciter, ending with a pair of 6146's if I remember 
rightly.
